An Animal lievy to Improve River

SAN FKANCIHCO, March 1.—A Wash- 


ington special says the representatives 
of the California river and mining inter- 
ests, now iu Washington, are in a happy 
mood over the receipt of a telegram from 
J. H. Neff, announcing that an executive 
committee of miners, at a meeting held 
in San Jfrancieuo today, hud decided to 
recommend the incorporation of a sec- 
tion in Representative Camlaetti's bill 
imposing • tax of 3 per cent of the gross 
output from hydraulic mines. The dele- 
gates declare that it will now he ft com- 
paratively easy matter to secure favor- 
able action by congress.

without unnecessary 


trouble Tun REPUBLICAN hereby informs 
him that two of these wooden drains, 
buried under tho surface, emerge with 
gaping mouth* oa tbe ditch nearly on a 
line with the rear of the postoffice build- 
ing. They woro flowing wlthdirty water 


^Anothlr drain will doubtless bo found 
where the stagnant water IB deepest on 
the block between J and K streets. 


Across the railroad track where the 


Chinatown drains used to empty into 
the ditch, the drains have been taken 
away and the bottom of the ditch is cov- 
ered with a luxuriant growth ot grass.. 
Thus in a neighborhood where one might 
expect the ordinance to be violated tbo 
bottom of the ditch ia clean, but by no 
means sweet, while in the heart of the 
business center of the city, citizens who 
should have some regard for their own 
health and that of their families, seem to 
forget that there is an excellent sowor- 
age system in operation which they can 
uee and must nee under penalty of arrest 
and punishment. 
The hoard of health at their meeting 


last Monday passed a resolution again 
condemning the ditb as a nuisance and 
requesting the city council to abate it, 


City Attorney Terry said yesterday 
that it ia in tho power of tbo city coun- 
cil at its neat mooting to request him to 
procure an order authorizing tho sheriff 
to take out tbe dilch, tho sixty days' in- 
junction granted by Judge Haim inspir- 
ing this week, 
This may bread other injunctions and 


legal proceedings. In the mean time tho 
citizsna must sit on the edge of tho ditch 
with their heels dangling over it and 
inhale as meekly as latuba tho bacteria 
and bacilli and other germs of disease 
and death, when a few cart loads of dirt 
would purify the abomination.

Special UorreammaeiiceotUie Morning Herald., 
" FRESNO, Pal.. January 21;— When In 
the conrso oUbo^ great eight seeing tour 
of "the delegates 'to tUe International 
League of Press clubs, my fellow travel- 
ers and myeell ran in the night from 
Sacramento to this place, we wondered 
•what we were here for. We thought we 
had seen nearly all the wonderB oi Cali- 
fornia and that there was little that was 
new to he ehown; bnt after having apont 
eome twelve hours in and around Fresno 
we are in despair ol ever exhausting ttoe 
new things and wonderful things that 
this state has to exhibit. 


To be brief about it, Fresno is the Beat 


of Fresno county. It ia 200 miles south- 
east of 'Frisco. The county i? larger 
than the state of Slaasachusslta. The 
town of Fresno contains 12,000 Inhabi- 
tants, though it was a Tillage but a few 
years ego. It is the center of what is 
probably one of the finest fruit growing 
regions in the world. It ie situated in 
what ie known aa the San Joaquin valley 
oil an extensive plain, as level as a floor, 
with the snowclad peakB of the Sierras 
constantly in view Bomo sixty miles 
away, though they appear but four or 
five. A few years ago'thia valley was a 
desert; noVitsproducla bring in millions 
to the owners of the Boil every mouth, 
and the whole landscape has been 
changed from its original aspect ot bar- 
renness to one ol fertility, beauty and 
productiveness thai is giving it a world- 
wide fame. 


RESULT OF IRRIGATION. 


Thin great change has been wrought, 


first, by tbe accidental discovery that 
the soil was admirably adapted to the 
growth of grapes, and second, by irriga- 
tion. The Kinge river, a stream that has 
its source in the enows of the Sierras, 
wag tapped by canals and ite waters dis- 
tributed over the thirsty flain. The re- 
mit his been marvelous. The land is 
now producing millions ol pounds of rai- 
sins and millions of gallons of wine, be- 
Bides enormous quantities of plums, 
prunes, apricots, peaches and other sim- 
ilar fruits. 


Shortly after we arrived at Freeno, the 


onterpriaing citizens of the place took us 
in charge and we wore driven for several 
hours through the country and shown 
the marvels that have been wrought. 
We passed through mi lea and miles of 
vineyards, devoted to tbe raising of rai- 
ilna aud wine grapes and visited a large 
number of the winerieaaud raisin farms. 


Tlltt GREAT IIAUTOS WlItfiKY. 


Among others we went to tbe great 


Barton winery, which contains nearly 
1000 acres, several hundred ol which are 
planted in bearing vines. 
The product 


of the ploco last year wcs L'jQ.OOD callocs 
of wine and braudy. 
It is owned by an 


English syndicate capitalized at $1,000,- 
000. The winery IB a largo factory eup- 
pliod with the moat approved mnchinerv 
(or accomplishing results in the best 
manner. 
The grapes are cruabed by 


steam, and the wine is pumped into 
vate, racked off and goes tlirouch nil its 
various manipulations by the aid of 
eteam pimps. 


The product of the plantation is prin- 


cipally port, aberry, uiuecatelle and 
brandy. 
About forty people are em- 


ployed on the plantation the year round 
and in the grape ectflon the services ot 
several hundred are required. 
There is 


also a. large production of raising, and 
the samples ehown and tasted by the 
party were as handsome and delicious as 
any they had ever seen or tasted.

also visited, among others, tbe cele- 
brated Eich winery, whare they produce 
InrgA quantities of phprry Hud tolra\' 
yriue that is a "thing of beauty and a 
joy forever."

11EAUTIFCL OnOUNDP. 


Other vineyards visited wore the Mala, 


the vineyard of Wood worth and that of 
Colonel Forsyth, at whose beautiful 
home a number of the party were hand- 
somely entertained and introduced to his 
BOO. Master Donald Forsytb, who is ten 
daye old, and who is already regarded as 
one of the most wonderful babies in Cal- 
ifornia. Most of the bouses of the own- 
ers of these vineyards are surrounded 
with tasteful and beautiful grounds, and 
in many caeee there are rows of hand- 
some palm trees, which, to the nnac- 
customed eyes of the party, presentpd a 
novel and beautiful appearance. 


This wae the first opportunity we had 


of seeing California's uystem of irriga- 
tion ia its perfection, aud the manner t>f 
irrigation in its perfection, and the man- 
ner o£ supplying the crops with water 
waa most interesting. We were told 
that after a few years of irrigation the 
upper surface of the eoil becomes eo 
•charged with water that very little work 
• is needed to supply the Boil with raoiat- 
•are beyond allowing tbe water to run 
through the ditches. The soil, to the 
eye, looks like almost pure sand, and to 
the inexperienced eye it would awe in in- 
capable of producing anything, but when 
mohtened from the waters of the Sierras 
woodfiTB are worked. 


\Vo were show a 
pumpkins that 


weighed 
120 pounds, squashes that 


would make tbeir fortune in an eastern 
dime museum, bunches of grapes of fab- 
ulous, Hize. mommuth pears, apples, 
peaches &na plums and dried fruita that 
seemed to have embalmed in t lie to the 
glorious sunshine of tbe glorious climate. 
We were shown acres of ground, the 
crop from which last year Bold for £400 
per acre, the purchaser doing tbe pick- 
ing- 


After we had been shown all tbese 


•wonders and were filled to the full with 
admiration with the beauty and fertility 
of tbe country, thertiospitaUiy and enter- 
prieo of tbe people, we were given a ban- 
quet. I would ativiso everybody who 
ITOCB to California to see Fresno. Won- 
derful cs it ie, it ia destined lo become 
more wondeiful etill, as there seems to 
b* no limit to the productiveness of the 
wonnYrfnl valley ot the Han JoAn,ula. KB 
people are full'of entbuaiasm mid of 
yiniona of great things, and the visitor IB 
iroproi&ed with the belief that their 
vision will be realized. ','
